Flowers  large  followed  by  black  berries.  1  g. 

MALVA  chinensis  (Mein.)  20  ft.  Tall,  loose  growing  shrub. 
Pink  flowers  most  of  the  year.  1  g. 


MELALEUCA  armillaris,  "Bottle  Brush."  15  ft.  Flowers 
white,  showy.

PITTOSPORUM  tobira  var.  8  ft.  Similar  to  green  tobira 
except  leaves  are  variegated  with  white.  B,  5g,  1  g. 

PITTOSPORUM  undulatum.  20  ft.  Flowers  white,  fragrant 
at  night;  leaves  deep  green,  glossy.  B,  5g,  1  g. 

PITTOSPORUM  viridiflorum.  20  ft.  Flowers  greenish  yellow, 
compound  clusters,  fragrant;  berries  green.
